LARGEST DINING OF LEADING ATLANTIANS EVER HELD 


Eloquence Revives the Atlanta Spirit and a Deep Enthusiasm 
for the City’s Future Was Stirred Into Life—Brilliant 
Addresses from Representative Atlantians—Ring- 
ing Words from President Neal, of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce—A Notable Gathering. 


The old Atlanta spirit returned last night in beakers of sparkling wine 
and on wings of fervid eloquence, 

Amid the brilliance of the Kimball’s banquet hall, filled with the men, 
young and old, who stand for Atlanta for her commercial, financial, profes- 
sional, industrial and sccial interest there was born, as if anew, the old-time 
enthusiasm which aforetime gave Such irresistible momentum to all Atlan- 
ta’s undertakings. 

The chamber of commerce was host of the evening. That solid body 
which, in a business sense, concretely represents Atlanta, put its best foot for- 
ward, brought out its best crockery and silverware and made everybody 
feel not only at home, but like homefolks. 

There was a purpose in the notable and brilliant gathering, a very clear 
and a very praiseworthy purpose, and it was felt by every guest about the 
big board last night. It was meant to revive the old Atlanta spirit, and it 
did it. It was an Atlanta crowd exclusively, and one of the best and most 
representative ever gathered together. More than that, it was the largest 
assemblage of representative Atlantians ever gathered on a similar occa- 
sion. | 

Amid the flow of wit, eloquence and wine, Atlanta’s praises were spok- 
en: and nearly five hundred prominently citizens drank to the prosperity and 
success of the city. 

The banquet proper was an elaborate affair. It was elegantly appoint- 
ed, and*the several hundred guests were liberal in their praise of the cham- 
ber of commerce, the banquet committee, Manager Scoville and assistants 
of the Kimball, and every one who contributed to the success of the affair.

AScene of Dazzling Brilliance Lends It was at 1045 when Captain T. B. Neal, 


Inspiration to the Orators of 
the Evening, Who Voiced 
Atlanta’s Praise. 


toastmasier, 
commerce, arose to open the speaking of 
the evening, in response to numerous ¢éalis 
in the big dinning room. Standing under 
an immense portrait of Mr. Crane, formerly 
of Langston & Crane, one cf Atlanta’s 
most successful merchants of years ago, 
Captain Neal touched the sentiment of the 
banquetters in the delivery of his address. 

Captain Neal’s reference to Atlanta, its 
progress and prospects, of the public spirit 
of the citizens, and of the work of the 
Chamber of commerce, was received with 
applause and evidences of enthusias‘n. He 
2xplained the real purpose of the banquet, 
to bring Atlanta business men closer to- 
gether. 

Captain Neal’s address in full is as fol- 
lows: 


Toastmaster T. B. Neal’s Address. 


“As tne president of the Atlanta chainber 
of commerce, and as a man, I am delighted 
to greet this large and enthusiastic »sssem- 
blage et members of the chamber and their 
g@uests—all of Atlanta and for Atlanta. 

“IT hope, and confidently believe, that our 
unbounded pleasure at this presence will 
result in unbounded profit to us all—intel- 
lectually, socially and in a material point 
of view. 

“it is a part of human destiny whether 
applied to cities or counties that those 
who have what is very valuable must be 
ever alert in its defense else they will lose 
it; and it is also time that the cities and 
counties aspiring to great destinies must 
watch all things, work unceasingly, and 
braveiy keep moving upward and onward. 

“Atlanta is great, and the best way tor 
her to remain great is to become greater. 
The best defense of her present position is 
to assault the heights of the future’ That 
same unity of RPer sons, that made her 
powerful ovt of weakness and grand out 
of ashes, when inspiring her present sons, 
numerous now, though few indeed at first, 
aided by much capital now, though poor in- 
deed at the start, can and should and shall 
conquer for Atlanta all that her most san- 
guine friends could hope. 

‘The day that the locomotive was in- 
vented geography said to this gateway 
of mountain ranges and hills, ‘H1re shall 
be a meeting point of commerce between 
the west and the Atlantic.’ Our past has 
verified the saying. for step by step with 
the growth of commerce Atlanta grows; 
and it may be safely said that there is no 
agriculture, no manufacturing, no mining 
and no commerce in this whole country 
whose progress and success do not in 
some way redound to the welfare of At- 
lanta. 

“But this natural center of commerce 
should unceasingly guard against any arti- 
ficial discriminations toa our injury. We 
ought ever to be on the lookout fo? fair 
rates of transportation. This will sugerest 
one of the obiects of this meeting. The 
other object is to consider the future. to 
forecast the lines of our advancings into 
fresh territory. and hold ecnunsel how we 
may best set the sails of Atlanta to catch 
the breeze of revived business—sure!y on 
its way. 

‘‘Among the many agencies for consylta- 
tion and action necessary to our wise and 
vigorous policy. I bespeak first nlace for 
the chamber of commerce. TIT admit that 
I am partial to the chamber, because it 
has honored me so highly: but I've re2con 
arising ovt of MY own experience as officer 
of it and from the experience of such cham- 
bers in other cities far having the firm 
conviction that if this evening's gatherine 
shall resnit only tn arousing interest in 
| the chamber of commerce it wil! be of sub- 
| stantial service to the people of Atlanta.

SAID THAT HE WILL RETIRE IN A YEAR 


Monsignor Shroeder Says He Came 
Back to University Ouly Because 
Pope Leo Ordered Him. 


Washington, October 21.—The cardinal, 
archbishops and bishops constituting the 
board of directors of the Catholic Univer- 
sity of America today decided to refer the 
case of Monsignor Shroeder, professor of 
dogmatic theology at the university, to 
Pope Leo for final determination. 

This conclusion was reached late this af- 
ternoon and was formally announced in 
an official statement issued by the board. 

The case is one of the most notable in 
the recent history of the church and be- 
sides agitating the hierarchy to the center 
and engaging public attention in this coun- 
try, it has been considered at the Vatican 
and has been the subject of cable com- 
munications between Rome and the papal 
delegais at Washington. 

It was understood that while the decision 
was to refer the case to Rome for final 
action, yet the board had expressed its 
own view, which would be forwarded to 
Rome with Monsignor Shroeder’s views 
and that his retirement would come about 
voluntarily within a year. Statements that 
Monsignor Shroeder had resigned as a pre- 
liminary to the reference of the case to 
the pope were positively and authoritatively 
denied. 

After the board had adjourned a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press asked 
the monsignor for an authorized statement. 
He expressed regret at the prominence 
given to his name before the public and 
said that he most earnestly ‘wanted to 
resign as professor during his last vaca- 
tion; that he had been suffering very much 
from neura!gia while in Germany. and the 
physicians advised him to resign on ac- 
count of the great and continued mental 
excitement connected with his position: 
that he came back to the University be- 
cause the holy father told him to do so: 
that therefore he could not resign without 
the consent of the holy father: that as to 
the personal attacks made upon him his 
answer was only contempt and that he 


was glad to hear that the board did not | 


take the charges into consideration.

NINE FO3 CONVICTION, TEREE FOR ACQUITTAL 


Defendant’s Attorneys Will Today 
Move That He Be Admitted 
to Bail.

Standing tonight in the gloomy jail 
joining the grim looking gray stone court 
which his remarkable trial had 

brought to a finish, the burly 
Sausage manufacturer capped the climax of 
the extraordinary series of events which 
began with his sensational bankruptcy and 
tne alleged frightful diabolism of boiling 
his wife to death at midnight in a vat in 
his factory cellar.

Ex-Judge William Vincent, the leading 
counsel for the defendant in the celebrated 
Case, @2 man to whose brains and skill and 
energy Luetgert beyond ail doubt owes 
his great legal victory, gave consent to the 
affidavit being made. 

The scene in the jail when Luetgert tovux 
the oath was as dramatic as the circum- 
Stances were unique, 

In the dimly lighter jail corridor Luet- 
gert, standing erect and grasping the iron 
bar that still kept him from liberty, lifted 
his right hand and golemly assented as 
the notary administered the binding oath.

The Position Taken by Decatur Peo- 
ple Is Severely Attacked by 
Stone Mountain Attorneys. 


Decatur people have worked up a big sen- 
gation in the fight between that town and 
Stone Mountain for the DeKalb courtAouse. 

They say that the Stone Mountain crowd 
has spent its morey in buying influence, 
gil for naught: that the fight cannot be 
eettled by this legislature, but must be de- 
e.ded by the next. 

This brings about a clash of opinions. 

The Stone Mountain crowd cays that the 
law is that the question of the removal of 
a courthouse shall be settled by tiie legis- 
lature convening next after the election to 
decide upon the removal. The Decatur 
lighters say that the law is that the ques- 
tion of removal must be settled by the 
legislature elected mext after the election 
ai which it is decided to remove, by a two- 
thirds vote of the citizens. 

lor two weeks the residents of the pretty 
little town of Decatur have been laughing 
in their sleeves at the efforts of the Stone 
Mountain people to win over the members 
of the present legislature. They have been 
quietly whispering around that this lewis- 
lature cannot settle the question, but that 
another general assembly must be selected 
before the matter can be decided. 

Colonei D. W. Rountree. one of the coun- 
sel for the Stone Mountain side, was asked 
yesterday what he thought of the matter. 
He said that there was no doubt about the 
meaning of the law. He took down the 
new code and read the law which relates 
to this particular case. 

The statute reads that the election by the 
people must first be held and if two-tnirds 
of the votes favor a change of county site, 
then the matter must be decided by the 
legislature which convenes next after the 
election by the pe ople. 

So this smashes the fond hopes of the 
Decatur crowd and the residents of the 
present county site will now have to hustle 
to get their proportion of the legislators 
of the present body. 

The matter will come up about week af- 
ter next.

Dalton. Ga.. October 21.—(Special.)—This 
has been the star day in the car robbery 
trials.

The defendant was “*Mac”’ Cannon, of 
the Baltimore Clothing Company, reputed 
to be the wealthiest merchant in Dalton. 
Three indictments were found against him 
for buying stolen goods from Walter Bo- 
hannon. One eharge involved shoes; ano- 
ther clothing, and the thira prints and may- 
be tobacco. The shoe case was the one on 
which he was tried, 

The Witnesses Again. 

Bohannon's testimony was direct and the 
state corroborated him more fully than it 
has done in some of the other cases. Mr. 
Cannon set up an alibi. He said that he 
Was away from Dalton at the time Bohan- 
non ciaimed to nave sold him the shnves. 
Guilford Cannon, a son, testified that his 
father was off at the time. Books from 
the store were introduced to prove by the 
absence of entries in his writing that the 
defendant was not here. The testimony of 
the clerks was rather indefinite on this 
point. Mr. Cannon said that he was at 
Gordon Springs, and Mr. Beasley, of that 
resort, testified that the defendant spent 
a week with him in the early part of last 
October, the time of the alleged transac- 
tion. Beasley did not bring his books, but 
an Officer has been sent to get them. It 
will be known in the morning. if the reg- 
ister is found, when Mr. Cannon was at the 
springs. 

In this case everything depends on the 
alibi. The state’s strongest single shot was 
& receipt given by the Cannon firm to 
Square an account owed by Jim Harris, 
One of the car pirates. Bohannon stated 
that he got the receipts for $5 and $55 in 
cash for shoes, which he sold and had de- 
livered at the store. Guilford Cannon made 
&@ g00d witness for his father. 

Bohannon’s Adept Role. 

The defendant himself gave a siiort state- 
ment. Bohannon, Sam Painter and Jim 
Harris were closely cross-examined and 
stood it well. Bohannon is a remarkable 
character, if he is telling the truth, as the 
State insis{s, and he is a monumental] ge- 
nius if he is lying, as the defense declares. 
No ordinary prize liar could undergo the 
rigid and repeated tests to which he has 
been put in the past ten days. And there 
is one circumstance connected with Bo- 
hannon’s statements about the people who 
bought goods from him which makes so 
many believe him. That circumstance is 
the pleas of guiity entered by six of the 
accused merchants and the disappearance 
of four others. Gidding,. Langston, Horan, 
Ciee Cumbee, McCarson and Bender have 
all pleaded guilty. Bender came in this 
morning and signed his bond, at the same 
time resigning from the city council. Ed 
Roberts, Kirk Farrar and T. J. Peeples 
were found guilty by juries. The accused 
who are away are the Peeples boys, Buck- 
hoitz and John Cumbee. 

Judge Fite’s Next Task. 

Judge Fite will pass sentence tomorrow 
on all who have been convicted and those 
who have pleaded guilty. The car robbers 
are: Walter Bohannon, Tom Kinneman, 
Jim Harris, Sam Painter, Ben Pearce, Billi 
Long, Luke white and mu Morris. 

Kaiph hiiison was a member of the gang, 
but aid not steal.

A Breeze in Court.

Judge Fite read the riot act and put te 
lawyers for both sides on notice that they 
must not depart from the straight way. 
He said he would not tolerate any monkey 
business, and that the triais would be con- 
ducted properly if he had to send every 
lawyer to jail and run the court himself 
with the juries, 

After this gust 
the courtroom. 

Cannon’s tawyers did not want to go 
to trial without the presence of Silas Clem- 
mons, his former head clerk, who is now 
lying at his home with a blood elot on 
his’ bra.n. The defense protested yesterday 
against going to trial, and made a show- 
ing to the effect that Clemmons was an 
important witness. Judge JT ite continued 
one of the cases until next Monday, and 
said he would decide this morning about 
the others. 

Colonel McCamy, for the defense, made 
an addit.conal showing for a continuance 
this morning. Dr. Gordon and Dr. Wood, 
who are attending Clemmons, testified 
that 
dition, unable to speak audibly 
able to stand any excitement. 
stated that Clemmons was an important 
witness for his defense. Colonel McCamy 
said that the defense would show by Cliem- 
mons that Cannon never had in his store 
any such goods as Bohannon claimed to 
have sold him.

Judge Dorsey and Mr. Frank Shumate 
had talked with Mr. Clemmons one day 
last week in the solicitor’s office. Several 
others were present in the room. 

Had Talked with Clemmons. 

Judge Dorsey stated that he had request- 
ed the interview with Clemmons for the 
purpose of learning what his testimony 
woull be. 

“My recollection is that Mr. Clemmons 
told us he knew nothing about Walter 
Bohanron taking any of this clothing to 
the store. but he did say that he had seen 
Bobannon bring tobacco and some other 
articles ‘n small quantities to Cannon’s.”’ 

“What did he say about paying for 
clothing?”’ asked the solicitor.

Judge Dorsey answered that he did not 
think the word samples was used in the 
conversation.

Clemmons while I was in the room except

A number of clippings from The Con- 
Stitution containing Dalton speciais -~were 
offered as evidence of “inflammatory” arti- 
cles. 

One of the affidavits submitted declared 
that with “this present panel it is impos- 
sible for any defendant charged with re- 
ceiving stolen goods from Walter Bohan- 
non and his confederates to get a fair 
and impartial trial guaranteed him by the 
laws; that the state of public sentiment 
is so excited by reason of various inflam- 
matory accounts of similar trials published 
in the newspapers coming into the county, 
by reason of the indignation of the com- 
munity on account of the gravity and 
number of the bills of indictment found at 
this court.”’ 

It was further stated that ‘“‘most. if not 
the panel have heard the testimony 
and arguments of counsel and have made 
their verdict in cases at the present term 
of the colilrt where the defendants were 
charged with a similar crime as this de- 
fendant and where the principal thieves 
were the same and where the witnesses 
for the state were the same. and where 
most if not all of the issues concerning 
the credibility, character, etc., of the state’s 
witnesses have been passed on.” 

The Court’s Warning. 

Judge Fite denied the mation for a con- 
tinuance and in the course of his remarks 
made the following vigorous talk: 

“I want to say in the Outset, in these 
cases, gentlemen, that there {s no excite. 
ment, sc far as this court knows. except 
what is got up in the particular case 
on trial, and all this excitement is the talk 
of lawyers. 

“IT want to say right now, if any lawyer 
in the trial of this or any other ease wants 
ty tempt the court to fine him for the pur- 
pese of influencing the jury either Way, it 
will be a prettv dear undertaking. I want 
you all to understand that now. 

“IT am going to confine the counsel to 
the facts on trial in any case that comes up, 
and I wern you all now that I am rot going 
to put up with any side issues cr grand 
stand plays for the purpose of effecting the 
jury either way by either side. 

“If I have to fine any lawyer in the case, 
it is not going to be a five-dollar or a ten- 
dollar fine. 

“IT am going to run this court in decency 
and in order, if I have to put every lawyer 
in jail and try to run it by myself and the 
jury. I have heard of lawyers saying, ‘Why 
den’t you get fined in your case?” ‘Why 
don’t you do something to provoke the 
ecurt and get the jury prejudiced in favor 
of your side?’ I know it is a reflection on 
the intelligence of the jury to think that 
they will do a thing of that kind. I don’t 
want to lose any time. I just want the 
cases heard fairly and squarely, and I am 
going to do my part straight and square 
from the shoulder, and put the responsibil- 
ity on the jury, without regard to anybody. 
white or black. I have no favors to grant 
to anybody in this courthouse and I have 
no enemies to punish in this courthouse. 
This case is ready for trial.” 


Case Goes to Trial. 

The indictment on which the defendant 

went to trial charged him with buying a 
case of ladies’ shoes, valued at $81, from 
Walter Bohannon. It was declared in the 
indictment that the shoes were stolen from 
the Southern railway by Walter Bohannon, 
Ben Pearce, Bill Long, Tom Kinneman and 
Luke White. 
' Mr. Cannon was defended by Messrs. Mc- 
Camy, Jones, Martin and Watt Harris. The 
state was represented by Solicitor General 
Sam Maddox, Colonel I. E. Shumate, Col- 
onel Jesse Glenn and Judge R. T. Dorsey, 
of Atlanta. 

There was a discrepancy in the dates in 
the indictment. The indictment against 
Cannon charged him with buying goods 
which had been stolen about October 5, 
1896. The state tendered in evidence a plea 
of guilty made by Pohannon and others 
to stealing shoes and tobacco in December, 
1895. The defense pointed out this discrep- 
ancy, but the judge ruled that the dis- 
crepancy was not material. If it could be 
proved that the goods were stolen or re- 
ceived any time within four years the in- 
dictment for receiving them was valid. 

Bohannon’s Statement. 

Walter Bohannon said that his gang 
threw five cases of shoes off a Southern 
railway car about October 5, 1896. He said 
ihat he sold the case of ladies’ shoes to 
Mac Cannon and was paid $55 in cash and 
got a receipt for a  five-dollar ac- 
count against Jim Harris. He did 
not know where the receipt was 
at present, but presumed that it 
was in the possession of Jim Harris. He 
made the trade in Carnon’s store. He had 
sold goods to Cennon fifteen or twenty 
times before this. 

On cross-examination by Colonel McCamy, 
Bohannon stated that there were five d.f- 
ferent kinds of shoes in the cuses he stole 
on or about October 4th. The ladies’ shoes 
were enameled and were fine goods. He 
took some of the shoes to Cannon one 
mornirg as samples, sold them and they 
vere delivered that afternoon. 

Coionel MeCamy wanted to know where 
the money was paid. Bohannon was not 
very positive about the exact spot, but 
thought it was handed over in the office. 
‘‘He paid me so often that I don’t remem- 
ber the place every time, but he usually 
paid me in his office.’ 

The receipt was dated October 5, 1896. 

lie was positive about that. Bohannon 
thought Guilford Cannon wrote the receipt. 

The cross-examination carried Bohannon 
over all the ground about his early rob- 
beries. 


More Robbers and a Receipt. 
Raiph Ellison testified that the shoes 
Were taken to his house, and that same 
morning Bohannon, Painter and Jim Harris 
were at his house. This witness did not 
remember anything about the shoes being 
put back in the cases or about a ca«e 
being fastened with wire. His recollec- 
tion was that Bohannon nailed up the 
case. Charley Hill hauled the shoes away 
from his house. 

Charley Hill, the drayman, told a story 
which tallied very closely wi..« Bohan- 
non’s story. He testified that he had hauled 
things for Bohannon several times to Can- 
non’s store, sometimes at night. some- 
times at day. He contradicted Bohannon’s 
Statement about what he was paid for 
hauling, and said that Bohannon never 
paid him as much as $2 for a trip with the 
understanding that it was to insure his 
silence. 

Bohannon was called and introduced 
the receipt given for Jim Harris's account. 
It was dated October 5, 1896, and was a 
receipt for $5 in full to date. It bore the 
signature of A. E. Cannon. 

‘olonel McCamy was sworn by Solicitor 

ddox and asked if he knew who owned 
the business. The attorney for the de- 
fendant was asked if he had ever drawn 


checks in favor of the firm or if the firm 
Nad ever had accounts against him. 

Colonel McCamy thought that probably 
he had had such transactions, but was 
mot positive about the firm name. He 
understood that the business was done in 
the name of A. E. Cannon, and that 
she was Mrs. Mac Cannon. 

Being ‘recalled to the stard, Colonel 
McCamy said he remembered giving a 
check to the firm in the name of A. E. 
Cannon. He said thar if he had a claim 
to collect against A. E. Cannon he would 
take it to the store. 

Sam Painter was brought from the jail 
to tell what he knew. He stated that he 
had thrown some shoes off a Southern 
railway car about a year ago. Painter got 
off the car in north Dalton, and when he 
went back to the place where the shoes 
were thrown off, he found two or three 
others about. Ellison was some distance 
away from the railrogéd track. Painter 
corroborated Bohannon about going up 
to the coal chute and being put in one car 
while Morr’s was put in another. 

At the conclusion of Painter's testimony 
the state rested and the court took a recess 
for dinner. 

Whet court reconvened, Colonel McCamy 
Stated that the defense expected to show 
the defendant was out of the city on 
October 5 1896, and did not have any trans- 
action with Bohannon. It also expected to 
show the defendant's character for honest- 
ty and integrity was good. 

The Son Testifies. 


Guilford Cannon, a son of Mac Cannon, 
was called by the defense as its first wit- 
ness. He is a young man, a clerk in his 
mother’s store. He said that he wrote the 
Harris receipt. 

Cannon was handed some books and he 
read an item of a sale of a coat and vest 
to Jim Harris and a balance of $5 due. 

On October 6th, the day book bore an en- 
try crediting Walter Bohannon with a 
payment of $3 in cash and “allowance $2.” 

The witness said that Bohannon had stood 
for Jim Harris when he bought the coat 
2nd vest in January, 1896. As Harris would 
not pay the balance due $, the witness 
asked Bohannon to pay it. Bohannon said 
that Harris was a rascal and would not 
pay the bill, but he offered to buy the ac- 
count for $38. The witness agreed to settle 
on that basis and Bohannon paid the 
money. 

Mr. Cannon said that his father was at 
Gordon Springs from October 1st to Octo- 
ber 8, 189, where he had gone for his 
health, The witness evurained the firm’s 
books and stated that there were no entries 
in his father’s writing during October un- 
tll after October 8th. 

Young Cannon stated that Charley Hill, 
the drayman, did not haul anything to the 
store on or about Octoder 5, 1896. The wit- 
ness said thaf when a box comes in all the 
salesmen go to it to open it up. 

Being cross-examined, the witness said 
that Bohannon had been in the store with 
some samples and represented that he was 
selling goods for T. L. Cumbee. The father 
of the witness thad told him that he 
bought a small bill of the Cumbee goods. 

J. J. Beasly, who farms in Gordon 
Sprirgs and takes boarders in summer, 
testified that Cannon spent a week at his 
house the first of October, 18%. It was just 


before court last year. The defendant was. 


quite feeble at the time. 

J. B. Flemister was a salesman for Mr. 
Canron in October, 1x96. The witness 
knows defendant’s haadwriting and point- 
ed out entry made by him on October, 9, 
1896. Entries on the book were made by 
the witness and three or four others. The 
defendant's health was not very good a 
year ago. Mr. Flemister did not know 
whether Mr. Cannon was away from Dal- 
ton in October of last year. He did not 
remember having ever noticed in the store 
any shoes which were pecuiiar. The wit- 
ness testified that he had heard Charley 
Hill deny that he ever hauled goods to 
the store which did not come ‘from the 
depot. 

The witness had geen Bohannon in the 
store talking to the defendant, but never 
saw him in the office. 

Solicitor Maddox asked the witness to 
state who made the entries on October 4, 
1896, and Mr. Flemister replied that he 
made one or two he thought and the 
others were made by other men in the 
store. Solicitor Maddox inquired how the 
entries came to be made on Sunday, if 
October 4th was Sunday. The witness an- 
swered that if October 4th was Sunday 
he did not make any entry on that day. 

Messrs. John Caylor, L. W. Barrett and 
Frank Henry told of a conversation in 
which Charley Hill had denied ever hauling 
anything for Bohannon to Cannon’s store. 
Defense Shows Defendant’s Character. 

With this evidence of facts relating to 
the crime charged. the defense began to 
show the defendant’s character. Thirty or 
more prominent citizens of Dalton 
sworn, and they testified that Mac Can- 
non’s character for honesty and integrity 
Was good. 

The state did not cross examine a single 
witness, but told them all to come down 
as soon as they had answered Colonel 
McCamy’s questions.

Evidence Which May Mean Suicide. 

This appears to lend color to the suicide 
theory, which is further strengthened by 
the discovery of grains of powder in the 
wound, found by the doctors in probins 
for the ball. At any rate, it is evident 
that if Pinson did not turn the weapon 
upon himself, whoever fired the shot must 
have done so at close range. 

Another circumstance of interest in con- 
nection with this theory was the finding 
of the pistol today that Pinson is known 
to have had in his possession. Last night, 
when the crowd first gathered at the seene 
of the tragedy, the pisto: was discovered 
lying on the ground at Pinson’s feet and 
was recognized by one of the party as 
the weapon that Pinson had borrowed of 
a friend earlier in the evening. This partly 
picked it up and restored it to its owner, 
and both the owner and the person who 
picked it up say that three of the shelis 
in the chambers of the pisto] were empty. 
A diligent search was made for the pistol 
this morning and efforts were also made 
to locate the person who had picked it up, 
but not until this afternoon did it become 
known that it had been restored to its 
owner It is not so valuable as evidence 
as it would have been had it been ¢ xamined 
in the presence of witnesses when first 
picked up, and there is likely to be some 
contention on this point when the prelimi- 
nary hearing is held or when the case is 
brought to trial. 

Theory of Suicide Scouted. 

The friends and relatives of the dead 
man do not accept the theory of self-de- 
struction. and it must be admitted that all 
theories advanced have failed thus far to 
furnish a plausible motive for _ suicide. 
They believe young Fuller is innocent, and 
that the fatal shot was fired by a third

The police are complaining about the 
large number of worthless dogs running 
loose on the streets. 

A short while ago an effort was made to 
turn the dog catcher upon the city, but 
the measure was side-tracked on account 
of the heavy expense it would entail upon 
the city government. 

A policeman coines forward with a@ sug- 
gestion which he thinks will solve the dog 
problem. He says that an ordinance could 
be introduced somewhat as follows: 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and coun- 
cil that on ang after November 1, 
1897, all persons owning dogs in the city 
of Atlanta shall be required to carry a 
collar to the city clerk so made that it 
can be permanently fastened by said clerk 
and numbered by him, for which the own- 
er of the dog shall pay a fee of $1. 

“Be it further ordained that all persons 
bringing to the police barracks a dog with- 
out a collar numbered by the city clerk’ 
shall be paid a reward of 25 cents, pro- 
vided it cannot be shown that said dog is 
numbered and registered; all dogs thus 
taken to the barracks shall be kept three 
days and if not redeemed shall be killed.” 

The author of this embryo ordinance says 
it will ‘entail no extra expense upon the 
city, and it wouldn't be long before every 
worthless dog in the city would be got 
out of the way. s

ine algermanic board met at the cham- 
ber of commerce yesterday alternoon, und 
notwithstauuing Ccvuncil had acted favora- 
biy on the petition at last session, the 
aluermen jumped on the thing with both 
leet and smasned 1. This acit.on was noth- 
ing more than what was expected, as the 
aidermanic board has put itseif on record 
before as being against the occupation 
of the sidewalks by fruit venders. 

The decision, however, was not altogether 
unan.mous. When City Clerk Greene read 
the action of council there was a warm 
discussion. Alderman Hirsch claimed the 
petition should be granted bechuse the 
renter Was to occupy the basement, and 
Should have space on the sidewalk to dis- 
piay his goods. 

Aldermen Mitchell, Woodward and Rice 
could not see it that way. They thought 
as the city had passed a law prohibiting 
fruit stands on the sidewalks, the prece- 
dent ought to be upheld. The vote was 
taken, and the result was three to one 
against concurring, Mr. Hirsch being the 
only one voting aye. The measure, there- 
fore, was killed. 

Close Over Fitten Corner. 

There was also an application before 
the board from Major Fitten,’ owner of 
the Fitten building, corner Mariettta and 
Broad streets, for the same privilege. 
Council had acted favorably on this peti- 
tion, and so did the aldermanic board, 
but only after a close vote. 

Aldermen Hirsch and Mitchell thought 
the license should be granted because the 
space to be covered by the stand was now 
inclosed by a rail’ng, and none of the side- 
walk would be used. Aldermen Rice and 
Woodward took the other side of the argu- 
ment, and the vote was a tie. The decision 
then rested with Mayor Pro Tem. Dim- 
mock, and he voted in favor of granting 
the license. 

Alderman Tolbert came in later and re- 
quested that his vote in favor of the pe- 
tition be recorded. 

It is probable this fruit stand fight is 
not ended yet. A test case, it is sa‘d, will 
he carried to a higher court by several 
prominent property owners who are af- 
fected by the new ordinance. 

The owners claim that when they rent 
store room to fruit dealers they are en- 
titled. as in the case of all other merchants, 
to certain space on the sdewalks to display 
their goods. The prosecutors of the stands 
say the law prohibits property owners 
from renting the sidewalks for this pur- 
pose, no matter how much space is re- 
quired. 

The board took up several other matters 
adopted by council at the last session. The 
resolut'on for granting a new franchise 
to the Atlanta Standard Telephone Com- 
pany was concurred in. The Norcross frult 
stand was the onlv matter turned down

Mr. George H. Wade, who was appointed 
on the sub-committee, Will make the esti- 
mate of the new plant. He is a practical 
ejectrician, having been connected fur some 
time with the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany. He.will figure on a plant of the 
same capacity as the one now in use, and 
another with 1,000 light capacity. He says 
the larger plant could be erected possibly 
somewhat cheaper proportionately as to 
machinery, if the same were bought on a 
cash basis. It was the opinion of the com- 
mittee that a thousand-light plant should 
be erected, if any at all, in order to pro- 
vide for Atlanta’s future growth. Mayor 
Collier has been collecting reading material 
on municipal ownership for some time, and 
he turned the result of his investigation 
over to the committee yesterday. 

Mayor Talks of the Convention. 

Chairman Hirseh called the committee to 
order at 4:30 o'clock. Messrs. Hugh Inman, 
Grant Wilkins, J. A. Hutchison, J. E. Mad- 
dox, George H. Wade, George W. Howard, 
and City Electrician Harper were present. 
Mr. Wade was elected secretary. 

“The Columbus convention,” said Mr. 
Collier, ‘“‘discussed municipal ownership a 
good deal in an indirect way, but there 
wzs no decided action on the subject. 
The mayor of DesMoines, la., read an in- 
telligent and exhaustive paper on the 
subject, presenting some forceful argu- 
ments in favor of municipal ownership. 
Alderman Coots, of Detroit, also offered 
some valuable suggestions along this line. 
The opponents of municipal ownership ar- 
gue that the plan might work well in 
small cities, but not in large ones. The 
experience of Detroit, I think, clearly dis- 
proves this statement. They now have 
municipal ownership, and are operating 
160 arc lights, and a large number of 
ircandescent Jights, at a much lower 
figure than their former contract called 
for. They paid $139 a light before, and 
how they pay about $80. 

“Atlanta is getting to the point where 
we have got to do something. Our light 
appropriation is only $60,000; we are spend- 
ing about $70,000 per annum, and new 
lights are being added all the time. I 
believe the city is overlighted. I was 
coming into town on Luckie street the 
Other night, and I honestly believe I could 
have read a newspaper the entire distance. 
Atlanta is the lighted town in the 
cOuntry. We have a good many lights 
Where we don’t need them. 

“The desirability and practicability of 
municipal ownership is.a very difficult 
matter to determine. It is a question 
Which merits a thorough investigation. 
I see no reason myself why it is not just 
a8 proper for the city to own its light 
Plant as the water system, if the change 
would prove more economical.”

Chief of Engineers of the Army Submits 
His Report. 


MILLIONS ARE REQUIRED FOR IT 


Fortifications and River and Harbor 
Improvement Are Expensive. 


HOW THE MONEY 1S SCATTERED ABOUT 


General Wilson’s Report to the Secre- 
tary of War Is a Complete His- 
tory of the Work. 


Washington, October 21.—General Wilson, 
chief of the engineers of the army, has 
made his annual report to the secretary of 
war. It is devoted to the fortifications and 
river and harbor improvements of - the 
country. Estimates for coast defenses for 
the years 1897-99 are as follows: 

Gun and mortar vatteries, $5,000,000; pur- 
chase of land for fortifications, $500,000; 
protection, preservation and repair of for- 
tifications, 5,000; sea walls and embank- 
ments, $55,000; torpedoes for harbor de- 
fense for the or submarine 
mines and necessary appliances to operate 
them, for closing the channels leading to 
our principal seaports, for needful 
mates, cable galleries, etc., to render it 
possible to operate submarine mines, $100- 
wo. Total, $5,510,000. 

To this is added $41,000 for the engineer 
depot at Wiliets Point, N. Y. 

On the subject of fortilications the re- 

port says: 
“The system of seaport defenses now 
in progress of cunstrucuon is based upon 
tne report of the bvard of fortincaiious 
and o.ner defenses, appointed by the pres- 
ident uuder the provis.ons of the act of 
March 3, 1885 The report of this board, 
Seueraliy Known as tne Endicott board, 
was pubiished in 1886. 

“Under instructions from the chief of 
engineers, gated March 29, 1887, the board 
Ol engineers undertook the study and 
preparation of detailed projects for the 
artillery and submarine mine defense of 
ihe principal sea and lake ports of the 
United States. Up to the present time 
projects have been prepared and have re- 
ceived the approval of the secretary of 
war for many ports, among which are 
the following:

Dr. Brown could not be seen yesterday, 
but it is said that he wll claim that he 
did not strike Mrs. Stivers, but simply 
removed her from his office. because she 
became objectionabie and would not leave. 

The case will be aired today before 
Justice Bloodworth, and Dr. Brown will 
be called on to show cause why he should 
not be placed under & Yond to keep the 
peace. The other two warrants will likely

When the affair occurred yesterday morn-

: Dr. Brown’s Position. 


Dr. Brown could not be seen yesterday 
and his attorney refused to discuss the 
case, but the matter as viewed from his 
side was iearned from a reliable source. 

It is said that Mrs. Stivers went into 
Dr. Brown's office yesterday morning and 
after the matter of rent was discussed a 
dispute arose in reference to some point. 
It is said that Mrs. Stivers became angry 
and spoke in very harsh terms of the phy- 
sician. He is said to have requested her 
to leave. It will probably be claimed that 
Mrs. Stivers made some reference to Mrs. 
srown, whereupon the doctor ordered her 
out of the office. According to this version 
Mrs. Stivers refused to leave and the phy- 
sician said he would put her out, which 
he proceeded to do, placing both the ladies 
outside the door and closing it. 

It cannot be stated positively that this 
is the defense the physician will make 
because the statement does not come di- 
rect from him, but it is understood that he 
will deny having struck either of the 
ladies.

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COME T0 INSPECT 
THE WATERWORKS 


Nicholas Simin, of Moscow, Russia, Was 
in Atlanta Yesterday. 


HE VISITED HEMPHILL STATION 


Expressed Himself as Being Greatly 
Pleased with Local Department. 


MISSION IS TO STUDY MODERN METHOIS 


Was Sent Out by City of Moscow, 
Where New System Is To Be 
Built—What He Says. 


Nicholas Simin, chief engineer of the wae 
terworks system of Moscow, Russia, was 
in Atlanta yesterday inspecting the local 
water department. He came in Wednesday 
night from Louisville, and in company with 
his daughter has been making a tour of 
the United States as a special representa- 
tive of his municipality, lookipg into the 


most improved methods of water supply. 


and flirtation. 

He was shown over the local works ves- 
terday afternoon by a special escort, con- 
sisting of Judge Hilyer, president of the 
board; Superintendent Park Woodward, 
Commissioner Howell Erwin, and a reprea 
sentative of The Constitution. The party 
was driven to Hemphill station at 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon, where every detail of the 
department there was carefully inspected. 
Mr. Simin was very much impressed with 
Atlanta’s water supply and complimented 
the local officials highly on the success they 
had made. 

Mr. Simin is a typiaal Russian—robust, 
generous, affable. He does not speak Eng- 
lish fluently, and his daughter ‘“‘is his lan- 
guage,” as he expresses it. He talks very 
interestingly about his travels, {s a man of 
great intelligence and was very much pleas- 
ed with the warm reception he has received 
in America. He thinks America is the 
greatest country on the globe except Rus- 
sia. 

The municipality of Moscow is contem- 
plating the erection of a new waterworks 
system. Their present water supply is in- 
adequate. Though Moscow was left smol- 
dering in ashes when Napoleon departed 
centuries ago, and thoush there are over 
a Million souls there now, even Atlanta, 
thirty-five years old, with only 125,000 people, 
has a much better waterworks system than 
Moscow. 

The Waterworks at Moscow. 

The present system in Moscow is over one 
hundred years old. The total capacity of 
the machinery is 6,000,000 wallons a day; Aft- 
lanta’s is 20,000,000. In the entire city there 
are only 1,000 taps, or residences, in which 
the water is used. Those not having city 
water are compelled to use well water, of 
which thene is a great abundance. 

The water is obtained from an immense 
spring on the outskirts of the city. The 
water is clear, pure and even better than 
Atlanta’s, according to Mr. Simin. In case 
of fire the pressure is increased, the supplv 
being: shut off from the residences by @ 
system of automatic valves, thereby fur- 
nishing a good stream. There are no build- 
ings in the city over six stories, however, 
and the pressure is not near so strong as in 
Atlanta. There are 110 miles of pipe in the 
whole city, and 160 miles more will be laid. 
Pipe is three times as expensive there as 
here. and coal costs $7.50 a ton. whereas thie 
local department buys coal for $1.59. 

The Moscow authorities have found that 
this spring wil! have to be abandoned as a 
supply and wiil get their water from the 
river near by. Mr. Simin is therefore inak- 
ing a special study of filters, and it is proba- 
ble he will recommend the adoption of ihe 
American system. He was well pleased 
with the Atlanta filters yesterday, and 
gained many new points here which will be 
of use to him in the construction of the 
new Moscow system. 

Mr. Simin has been in this country sever- 
al weeks. He has inspected the systems of 
New York, Boston, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Louisville and other large cities. He says 
Atlanta’s départment stands in the very 
front rank of them all. In comparing ours 
with Boston, he says the department there 
is on a much more expensi{ve scale, but that 
the water is not so clear us that here. 
From his observation, he states Atlanta 
has as good water as he has found any- 
where. 

Pleased with His Reception. _ 

“T am very much pteased,”’ said Mr. Simin 
last night, ‘‘with the reception that has 
been accorded me in this country, and 
especially in Atlanta. I think you have a 
great city, and a great waterworks sys- 
tem. I especially like your plan of having 
a reservoir between your main reservoir 
and pumping station. I would allow the 
alum. however. to come in contact with 
the water longer. Your system is good— 
very good. I wish I had come to Atlanta 
fifty years ago.” 

“By the way,” said he, “haven't you peo- 
ple rather a bad idea of Russia? Have not 
some of Tolstoi’s and Kenan’s works preju- 
diced you against us? No? Well that seems 
to be the general impression. Foreigners 
do not know us until they see us. -You 
Atlanta people ought to come to Moscow 
for awhile. You would enjoy it. We hada 
had idea of America, too, when We came, 
for we had read so many mean things about 
your people, but we find we are mistaken. 
Nothing like seeing, you know.” 

“But de trains,’’ broke in Miss Simin, 
“very terrible! So leetle place to sleep. Mos- 
cow trains have plenty room-—n9o second 
story up when you go to sleep. And de eat! 
Me!—’’ holding up her hands gesticulatingly, 
“awful at first. Like to—what you call it— 
starve: yes. Like it better now. Sure we 
are growins fond American eat. Like 
American men, too—handsome, oh, very 
handsome! Think Col—what his name? 
Woodward: yes; very fine lookirfg. When 
you comes to Moscow come to ste us.”’ 

Mr. Simin and daughter leave on the 
early morning train for Athens and will 
return again tonight. They will go to 
Washington from here, and sail for#urope 
in the near future.

WIFE DECLARES SHE 
FLED FROM POISON 


Mrs. Roth Watson Says Her Husband 
Threatened Her Life, 


TRIED TO SHOOT HER ONCE 


Then Decided the Pistol Would At- 
tract Attention by Its Report.

“T won’t kill you with a pistol; that 
will make a loud report and the neigh- 
bors will rush in and I may be arrest- 
ed. I will kill you with poison, with 
prussic acid; that 1s silent and the se- 
cret will leave no echoing noise or 
bloody trail to tell the story of mur- 
der. Yes, I’ll kill you secretly and 
silently with prussic acid and put you 
out of the way so that I can spend my 
time with the woman I love.”’

There was silence in the courtroom yes- 
terday when Mrs. Ruth M. Watson made 
the statement which she attributed to her 
husband. The jury looked quickly into the 
face of the delicate little creature who sat 
in the witness chair, her lips set in firm 
determination and her eyes suffused with 
tears which came notwithstanding the per- 
coptible effort to keep them back. 

“He said he would kill me, and for 
nothing,’’ sobbed the woman. ‘Soon after 
we married he began to drink. It Was only 
occasionally at first, but soon he increased 
the number of drinks and it was not long 
until he had become a habitual drinker. 
One night while we were boarding on 
Windsor street, he came home drunk. He 
abused me in the room and then with an 
oath he reached his hand into his hip pock- 
et to draw his revolver. 

“With a scream I jumped forward and 
threw my arms about him so that he could 
not shoot me. My cry for help was heard 
and neighbors rushed into the room, one of 
whom was Mr. J. Kk. Hunter, who succeed- 
ed in getting the pistol away from my hus- 
band. 

“While the neighbors were in the room 
my husband disavowed any intention of 
killing me and promised them he would do 
me no bodily harm. After they left, he 
told me that he would not kill me with a 
pistol, which would make a noise and 
would attract passersby. I was told that I 
was to be Killed with some poison, probably 
prussic acid.” 

Mrs. Watson stated that she lived with 
her husband one week after the evening 
mentioned, but that his conduct was so 
cruel and tantalizing that she was com- 
pelled to leave him. She says she has since 
lived separate and has not seen her hus- 
band for almost one year. 

Attorney Shropshire announced to the 
court’ that the defendant in the case de- 
sired his marital] disabilities removed so 
that he could marry again if he chose. The 
jury retired and declined to remove his 
disabilities. To Mrs. Watson the jury gave 
a total divorce.

MAKES HIS REPORT 


Huguley Case Has Reached a Preliminary 
Statement. 


COPIES SERVED ON COUNSEL 


Argument on Exceptions to the Report 
To Be Concluded Tuesday. 


THIS CASE INVOLVES @VER $250,000 


The Litigation Has Been Pending in 
Court More Than Ten Years, and 
the xnd Is not in Sight. 


Special Master Thomas B. Felder has 
handed to counsel a preliminary report in 
the case of the Huguley Manufacturing 
Company et al. vs. the Galeton Cotton Mulls 
et al., and counsel on each side have been 
invited by the master to appear before him 
next Tuesday for the purpose of arguing 
any exceptions that either or both sides 
may make to his findings in the prelimi- 
nary report. thus affording him opportunity 
to amend or revise any of his conclusions 
before filing with «the court his offic.al re- 
port. 

The order of Judge William T. Newman, 
of the United States court, appointing Mr. 
Felder as master in the case, pursuant to 
the mandate of the circuit court of ap- 
peals, states that he is appointed “for the 
purpose of taking an accounting of the 
proper receipts and disbursements incident 
to the custody and operation of the morft- 
gaged property and of the rents and profits 
earned or that should have been earned 
since its delivery to ‘the purchasers under 
the former sale; and to ascertain whether 
there has been any conversion of the prop- 
erty connected with said property, and the 
amount and values of the same; as 
to whether there has been any waste or 
damage to the property, and as to whether 
the same is the result of ordinary wear 
and tear, and aS to the liability of the hold- 
ers of the property therefor.” 

The contention of movants is that they 
have established by the evidence the fol- 
lowing liability on the part of the defend- 
ants: (1.) Erroneous charge of interest on 
mortgage debt, $17.720; (2) krroneous charge 
of interest on arbitrary sum of $16,720, to- 
wit, $4,773.42; (3) Excess interest on work- 
ing capital, $10,815.14; (4) Erroneous charges 
of attorney's fees, court costs, elc., $729.35; 
(5) Expenses of directors (to and from Bos- 
ton and West Point, $365.69; (6) Waste, bag- 
ging, ete., $6,802.18; (7) Supplies and find- 
ings converted, etc., $17,339.01; (8) Insurance 
premiums, $3,500; (9) Freight omitted, ad- 
mitted, $443.56; (10 Overcharge in price of 
cotton, admitted, $2,509.24; (11) Stock on hand 
unsold, $33,737.28; (142) Overcharge on cotton, 
$50,359.52; (13) Cotton charged in excess of 
stock. used, $10,970.11; (14) Undersale or de- 
ficit in sale of product, $100,537.76; (15) Com- 
missions improperly charged, $21,399.89; (16) 
Product lost by causes other than provi- 
dential, $14,875; (17) Sales of product, admit- 
ted, $611,981.81. Total $912,351.92. 

In turn this gross sum is credited by dis- 
bursements as claimed by defendants, ag- 
gregating $058,326.49: leaving to be accounted 
for by the defendants for rents and profits 
the net sum of $254,020.43. 

Against the claims of movants, as herein 
set forth, the defendants offered in evi- 
dence a journal and iedger, accompanying 
which were certain account gaies, purport- 
ing to be records of.original entry of the 
operations of the mills during the period 
in controversy. Objections were made to 
the admissibility of these books by com- 
piainant’s counsel. It afterwards developed 
that tie paper out of which these books 
had beun made bore the water mark of 
i8i84f, while the entries thereon dated from 
i892. Upon this point the master rules that 
these books “‘were not books of original 
entry as represented, but the same ap- 
peared to be copies.’’ 

The admissibility of these books and ac- 
count sales and the measure of the habili- 
ty of a mortgagee in possession under an 
erroneous <¢lecree of. foreclosure and the 
construction to be placed upon the man- 
date of the court of appeals and Judge 
Newman's order of reference as set forth, 
Will cWistitute interesting features to be 
hereafter settled, counsel for movants hav- 
ing announced their determination to press 
their exceptions. strenuously.
